Now us the lenten season draws nigh 
perhaps some of our readers

like to know why it is that tho move 
able festivals do not fall or. or near the 
same date each y ear. 
In the y ear 1894 
Ash Wednesdat fell on February 7; In 
1895 on February 27, and iu 1896 It will 
fall on February 19, nex t Wednesday 
Palm Sunday follows these dates by 39 
day s, and Good Friday by 4 4 dais Tho 
happening of these festivals are gov 
ernod by one thing and after placing 
in the mind the number of day s from 
one to another arid observing one rule 
the entire combination can !>o easily 
figured out at. any time. 
Easter occurs on the first Sunday af 
ter the first ful, moon after the sun has 
crossed the vernal equinox or equator 
By looking tip this y ear's almanac y ou 
wil find that the new moon will 
ap 
poar on March 14, that spring common 
cos Vernal equinox ) on March 19. and 
that the moon will become full on the 
29th of that month and that on the fol 
lowing Sunday , April 6, Easter will 
have arrived. 
Those moveable festi­ 
vals are figured on a oasis of so many 
lay s before or after Easter Sunday . 
It 
is « aid that Lilias, a monk, devised this 
rule of figuring alsnit 1500 y ears ago. 
but a« the idea la computed on a cy cle 
or 19 y ears, or the time taken by the 
lunar nodes in retrograding around the 
plane of the ecliptic, we would lie 
ibliged to go into an ex planation so 
complicated that thtrlack of apace will 
not permit of in this article, hence we 
will not undertake to ex plain in now. 
However, Easter Sunday Is the day 
upon which the other festivals depend 
and it is governed by tho appearance 
of the first full moon after spring Is 
gins.

The results are that Daley, who is 
an aged painter and

He is suffering with a broken 
jaw and a fraeture of the skull -the 
result of at) a-sunlt last night b.y a 
negro highwayman. 
Tho surgeon« say 
that Daley's chances for

THK VICTIM TA K IN UNAWARE*. 
Ju-t as tin* two passed the alley on 
the north side of Fifth street, betwi en 
Holmes and Charlotte, the negro st<*p 
ped behind and the next moment Daley 
was felled 1 0 the ground by a blow on 
the left side of iiis face, w hich crushed 
tho jawbone and knocked 
him sense 
less. 
The negro dealt him another 
powerful blow on the right side of the 
bead, crushing a large hole in the 
-k 11 iI, and ho wound up by kicking his

W h ile Daley lay on the sidewalk 
only a few foot from a lighted street 
lamp, the negro searched his pockets, 
taking a silver watch and a gold chain 
and about. #4 in small change.

uid a $2 hill in the vest pocket.

Daley lay on the sidewalk.
